We found the material prospects of Oregon 
this year not quite as flourishing as a year 
ago. The season bad been unusually dry, 
diminishing the crop full one-third on the 
average. It is remarkable that Oregon 
enjoys peculiarly regular seasons; yielding 
with wonderful uniformity about the same 


= 


quantity of grain every year, so that only , 


once or twice since the settlement of the 
country have they had poorer crops than 
this season. The manufacturing interests 
of the country have also been somewhat 


“checked in their developments, The large 


‘past. 


stone paper-mill built at Oregon City. during 
the year had, on some account, closed work, 
and the much larger and more costly wool- 
en factory had also stopped for the time. 
The splendid factory at Salem had some- 
what reduced the number of its workmen, 
yet continued to run. 
a new factory had been put up during the 
year and finished throughout in good order. 
It seemed to be doing good work ‘and a 
large new town had grown up around it. 

In Portland, a year since, business ap- 
peared lively, for, by the opposition of 
steamboats upon the ocean, fare and freight 


_ between there and San Francisco were very 


light, so that trade and travel were active. 
The city had also determined upon exten- 
sive improvements in the grading and pav- 
ing of its streets, and in its public build- 
ings. But this year all opposition is re- 
moved and business is checked for a time, 
and as the public buildings are completed 
and street works are finished, there is not 
the demand for labor there was the year 
In the building of private residences and 
stores there was a fair amount of ‘work be- 
ing done, yet not as much as we had seen 
on previous visits. 
Of the interior towns, Albany had grown 
the most rapidly, becoming the third in size 


in the State, and still improving. The gen- | 


eral population of the country had a little 
increased by immigration during the year ; 
the same, also, was the case in Washington 
‘Territory, though the change in this respect 
was small. 

The Columbia River is about the only 
great natural inlet from the ocean far into 
the interior, to be found on the coast. It 
ought to teem with business and life, sup- 
plying the vast mining regions of Eastern 
Oregon, eastern Washington Territory, and 


_all of Idaho, with articles of consumption 


— 


and labor. 

One small steamboat, carrying light 
freight and few passengers, was all we saw 
improving this magnificent water-course 
from Portland up the river. Of the com- 


pany owning this boat and the others with | 


which it connects farther up the country, 
we heard much complaint, as though, by its 
high freights and unyielding measures, it 
was destroying the business of the Colum- 
bia and throwing the majority of the trade 
with the mining regions east of the Cas- 
cades into the hands of Californians, by 
way of the Chico and Red Bluffs wagon 
roads, thus materially injuring the general 
business of all Western Oregon. This we 
were rather inclined to believe, and more 
especially so when we called at the office of 
the Company’s general agent, and, in the 
course of conversation, were informed by 
that functionary that “all the editors in the 
region had got down on the Company, and 
80 they were down upon all editars.” We 
could not but think that if the Steam Nav- 
igation Company were thus at variance 
with the editors of the region, the O. S. N. 
Co. might as well yield the palm at once, 
change policy and officers, or dié.

The House. of Lords is a splendid room,

The House of Commons is a very infe- 
rior room.

At four P.M. a bell rings for 
prayers. Very few attend. A few min- 
utes later the members come in, dropping 
along in a leisurely manner, and taking 
their seats upon the benches to the right or 
left of the Speaker, according as they are 
for the Government or the opposition.

‘Life at Oberlin. 


A correspondent of the Oincinnatti Ga- 


zette thus describes a recent visit to the 


‘quaint city of Oberlin and its — tee 


ple: 


“ Scarcely had the conductor bawled out 
“ Oberlin,” and the roar and noise of the 
car wheels ceased, than the voice of a sing- 
er rose high and clear on the. air.’ It. was 
the voice of a woman, who was seated at 
an open window in a cottage near the de- 

ot. 

‘ While we were Listening! to the singer a 
little boy took us by the hand, and mildly 
asked. if we would “ walk or ride.” Now 
this little boy, was not like most little boys 
usually met with at depots. He did not 
ask us to walk or ride for the sake of get- 


ting a quarter out of us; he was no beggar, . 
but a nice little boy, wisbing to acommodate . 


us ;.and. when we offered him a quarter for 
carrying» our satchel, he said, “ Pay the 
<’bus’ man,” having no idea whatever that 


we stood by the “ ’bus ” door two young la- 
dies, who had evidently just arrived on the 
train, came up, and the horses paving start- 
ed forward a little and drawn the “’bus” a

with a book in his hand, and informed us 
the proprietor would be ‘with us presently ; 
further deponent said not, but with a pro- 
found bow retired. We looked about us a 
little, until the Jandlord should come, and 


found we were in what seemed to be an or- . 


dinary private residence of considerable 
size. It was surrounded by stately elms, 
and had ample grounds, which were embel- 
lished with rose bushes, evergreens, and 
grapevine bowers, Entering the Office, we 
saw none of the modern evidences of hotel- 


keeping. There were no lottery schemes, . 


patent medicine, or horse doctors’ nao 
ments to be seen.

The Pacific Churchman, of August 29th, 
has an article under the foregoing title, con- 


- ‘cerning which we find it somewhat difficult 


to express our opinion freely, lest we should 
transgress the due bounds of editorial and 
christian courtesy. We shall, however, en- 
deavor to avoid one of the besetting sins of 
editors and writers for the press, and to 
make our comments “ more in sorrow than 
in anger.” 
In our issue of August 15%, we quoted a 
h from the address of the Com- 
mander of the-U. S. steamer Lackawanna, 
before the Hawaiian Evangelical Associa- 
tion, and introduced him in a few words to 
our readers as one whose experience and 
personal qualities rendered him a reliable 
and valuable witness. The Churchman 
takes exceptions to this, and characterizes 
our remarks as “fulsome laudation.” This 
‘is barsh judgment, when it is remembered 
that our words were not written for the eye 
of the gentleman in question, but for the in- 
formation of our readers. Our own per- 
sonal knowledge of the man would have 


warranted us in using still more compliment- 


ary language. As to the vague reflections 
of the Churchman upon the lack of theolog- 
ical learning on the part of naval officers, 
and their oratorical tendencies, (the latter 
allegation it would find it hard to justify) 
they have no proper application to the 
Commander of the Lackawanna. The 
sneers of the Churchman do not invalidate 
his clear and ‘intelligent testimony, 
Considering his unusual advantages for 
observation among the Pacific Islands, in- 
cluding the Hawaiian group, from his con- 
nection as an officer with the Wilkes Ex- 
pedition, his long subsequent residence in 


the Hawaiian Kingdom, and tbe further 


fact that he does not hold any church rela- 
tions with the Missionaries, and has no 
reason for prejudice in their favor, we 
confidently commend his testimony as an 
eye-witness to our readers. It is far more 
wortby of their consideration than the sec- 
ond-hand and doubly distorted opinions of 
the Churchman’s article, which, in more 
than one point, betrays dense ignorance of 


. its subject. When the writer of that arti- 


cle speaks of the meeting of the Hawaiian 
Evangelical Association as “a meeting of a 
few persons of Honolulu, (perhaps a dozen 
persons),” and when he asserts, by impli- 
cation, that the moral status of the Hawai- 
ians in Honolulu, is far higher than that of 
the people at large, and that the principal 
beneficial results of missionary efforts are 


' confined to that metropolis, he only excites 


a smile among those who are intimately ac- 
quainted with that people, and depreciates 
alarmingly the value of his opinions. ~- 
The Hawaiian Evangelical Association 
“consists of all clergymen, both native and 
foreign, of the Congregational and Presby- 
terian orders on the Hawaiian, Micronesian, 
and Marquesas Islands, and also of lay del- 


_ egates, appointed annually by the local 
ecclesiastical bodies, and of laymen elected 


by a two-thirds vote of the Association.” 
At the late meeting referred to above, there 
were in attendance forty-two ordained min- 
isters, twenty-six of whom were Hawaiians, 
four permanent lay members, fourteen lay 
Hawaiian delegates, and five corresponding 


members, in all sixty-five persons, connected | 


with the Association. So much for the 
number. 
It is well known to persons conversant 
with Hawaniian affairs, that the average 
morality of the Hawaiians in Honolulu, is 
lower than in the country. 

This is probably true of cities generally, 


_but there are peculiar reasons, why it is 


true of Honolulu. Wedo not care to enter 
here into particular explanations on this 
point, the fact we affirm. 

The Churchman finds in the arguments 
of Capt. R. only “a string of complete non 
sequiturs.” We apprehend that the fallacy 
of the: Editor’s reasoning is much more ob- 
vious than that of the naval officer. The 
latter advanced certain conspicuous facts in 
relation to the Islands, such as their regu- 
lar government, their schools, churches, 
their native ministry, foreign missions, etc., 
facts which could not be truthfully predicated 
of any people not considerably advanced in 
Christian civilization, as conclusive evi- 
dence, “ that the American Mission at the 
Hawaiian Islands, after half a century of 
labor, is NOT a failure, and that the people 
are NOT worse morally, than they were in 
their heathen days.” 

That Mission found the Islands in 1820, 


a state of gross heathenism. It. points 


to them now, after nearly fifty years of earn- 
est and faithful Christian teaching, as an 
impressive and encouraging example of the 
elevating influence of the gospel of Christ. 
No person, possessing a tolerable acquain- 
tance with the real condition of the Hawaii- 
ans fifty years ago, can truthfully deny that 
they are in an immensely higher — con- 
dition to-day. 

This statement we are prepared to sub- 
stantiate. In regard to the ante-Mission 
epoch, we offer the statement of an intelligent 
native, together with that of some of the 
earliest foreign residents in the group. 

As to the present aspect of affairs, in ad- 
dition to the explicit testimony of Captain 

Reynolds, the views of late travellers of un- 
deniable intelligence and are ad- 
duced. 

The Hon. M. Kekuanaoa, the 
present king, who accompanied Liholilo to 
England 1823, and who was for many 
years Governor of the Island of Oahu, in 
comparing the latter condition of things 
with the former, says in an address deliv- 
ered in Honolulu, in 1841: 

“‘In former days right and wrong were all alike 
to us, but now we see there is a difference. 

There is a right and theré is a wrong. Our idol 
gods knew nothing ; but Jehovah knows all things 
and he has revealed some things to us. In this 


we are blessed ; and to-day Jet us be thankful. 
cleanness abounded in our times of darkness, and 
some chiefs had ten women. Some had more and 
some had less. So also those who had property, 
had many women. Neither were the women con- 


then unknown. Untold evils arose from this source, 
such as infanticide, quarrels, murder, and such like 
things. All these evils are not done away, bat Or 
have greatly decreased. 

In the reign of Kamehameha I., we were not 
taught to respect the rights of others. We abused 
the maimed, the blind, the aged, and the chiefs op- 
pressed the poor without mercy. 
cient times we were greatly steals to nbitiog and 
drinking. They were universal, and the chiefs 


ithe chiefs to seize such property as they coveted, 
without giving anything in retarn for it. . . . The 
amount of theft was great in our days of ignorance. 


quarter. Laziness was thought to be honorable, 
and lazy people were the greatest favorites with 
the chiefs. When a chief died, there were dread- 
ful doings: teeth were knocked out, uncleanness 
was seen everywhere in open day, food was de- 
stroyed, heads were shaved, and every sort of abome 
ination was committed. Such was the state of 
things in the days of Kamehameha lI. Have we 
not seen many great and new things since that 
time. . . . Let us bless the name of Jehovah, for 
all his benefits to us and our nation.” _ 

Such is the testimony of an eminent Ha- 
waiian, who is still living. 

Mr. John Young; one of the two surviv- 
ors of a crew murdered on the western shore 
of Hawaii by the natives after they had 
seized the vessel, the grandfather of Queen 
Emma, emphatically asserts the moral deg- 
radation of the natives, in early times. 
Writing in 1826, he says: 

“‘ During the forty years that I have resided here, 
I have known of thousands of defenceless human 
beings, cruelly massacred in their exterminating 
wars. I have seen multitudes of my fellow beings 
offered in sacrifice to their idol gods. I have seen 
this large island, once filled with inhabitants, dwin- 
dle down to its present numbers, through wars 
and disease, and I am persuaded that nothing but 
Christianity can preserve them from total extinc- 
tion.” | 

Mr. Ellis, a well known English mission- 
ary, who visited the Islands in 1822-3, and 
afterwards published in England, “ A Tour 
of Hawaii,” and who from his previous 
acquaintance with the Tahitian language, 
was able to preach in Hawaiian in less than 
two months after his arrival, writes thus in 
regard to the prevalence of infanticide 
among Hawaiians : 

“‘ It prevails throughout all the Islands, and with 
the exception of the higher class of chiefs is, as 
far as we could learn, practiced by all ranks of the 
people. However numerous the children among 
the lower orders, parents seldom rear more than 
two or three, and many spare only one. All the 
others are destroyed, sometimes shortly after birth, 
generally during their first year. . . . The reason 


selves, for the murder of their children is, ‘the 
trouble of bringing them up.’ ” 

The writer of this article has himself 
heard, from the lips of one of the earliest for- 
eign residents, a wholly credible person, ac- 
counts of schools of vice, in which the young 
natives of both sexes assembled for the ex- 
press purpose of practicing licentiousness. 
But enough has been said on this point.

We have spoken plainly, but in sorrow, 
rather than in anger. We speak plainly 
now because another election is near. That 
election makes a clear, clean issue. 
cerning it we may have more to say at 
another time. There is no loss without 
some gain. Let us hope that the Union 
people of California may arise from the 
meditations to which the result of the late 
election gives rise, and open again their loy- 
al record, with a whiter page, a clearer, 
fairer hand, and with the old illuminated 
border ! *

The Strength of Catholicism in Canada. 


The Minerve, a Catholic paper published 
in Canada, claims a preponderating power 
for Catholicism in that dominion, and sup- 
ports its position by the following statistics : 

Whole population 3,238,331, of whom 
1,799,861 are Protestants, and 1,488,470 
Catholics. 

But the Protestants are divided into six 
different, and in some respects, dissentient 
sects, while the Catholics are practically a 
unit. This last consideration is a very im- 
portant one in reckoning the relative power 


of Catholicism, and should be a strong in- 


ducement to a practical and hearty codper- 
ation of all evangelical denominations against 
the forces of Rome.

The following is the new Amnesty Proclamation 
of President Johnson, except the preamble : 

Now therefore, be it known, that I, Andrew 
Johnson, President of the United States, do here- 


scribed in said proclamatidn of the 29th of May, 
1865, shall henceforth be opened and extended to 


cept as to property with regard to slaves, except 


| in cases in which legal proceedings have been com- 


menced under the laws of the United States ; but 
upon this condition, nevertheless, that every such 
person who shall seek to avail himself of this par- 
don shall take and subscribe to the following oath, 
and shall cause the same to be registered for per- 
manent preservation in the same manner, and with 
the same effect with the oath prescribed in the said 
proclamation of May 29, 1865, viz: ‘I do solemn- 
ly swear (or affirm), in the presence of Almighty 
God, that I will henceforth support, protect and 
defend the Constitution and the union of the States 
thereunder, and that I will in like manner abide by 
and faithfully support all laws and proclamations 
which have been made during the late rebellion 
with reference to the emancipation of slaves. So 
help me God.’ 

The following persons, aud no others, are ex clu- 


| ded from the benefits of this proclamation and said

First, the Chief or pretended Chief Executive of- 
ficers, including the President, Vice President and 
all heads of departments of the pretended Confed- 
erate or rebel Government, and all who were agents 
thereof in foreign States and countries, and all 
who had, or pretended to hold in the service of said 
pretended Confederate Government, military rank 
“or title above the grade of Brigadier-General, and 
naval rank or title above that of Captain, and all 
who were, or pretended to be Governors of States, 
while maintaining, abetting, and submitting to and 
acquiescing in rebellion.

Only one of his staff officers 
is able to do duty, and his only child is at the 
point of death. All his surgeons are also sick.

All 
the candidates supported by the friends of Kossuth 
were successful. The Radicals are jubilant over 
the triumph and are sanguine of further success 
ultimately. 

Lonpon, September 3.—Advices from Candia 
state that an armistice has been agreed upon be- 
tween the Turks and the Cretes, with the expecta- 
tion that terms of peace will soon be fixed upon. 
The Cretes, are determined to either secure the 
most liberal concession on the part of the Sublime 


CoNnSTANTINOPLE, September 3.—The Govern-° 
ment has appointed a Board of Inquiry, which will 
immediately leave for Candia with plenary power 
to investigate the cause of the discontent among 
the people and report accordingly. This board 
has been appointed with a view to make all re- 
form necessary to secure to the Cretes equitable 
laws. 

Paris, September 4.—The Government has just 
sent a considerable body of troops to the frontier 
of Spain, to guard French interests. 

Maprip, September 5.—Urgent orders have 
been issued for the immediate and speedy return 
of the Spanish fleet. The sense of public danger, 
which arises from the success of the rebels, deep- 
ly impresses the Government. 

Lonpon, September 7.—Advices from Candia 
report that the Turkish authorities interfered with 
an American vessel aiding Cretan refugees to es- 
cape, and compelled her to desist. 

The Spanish insurrection seems to be subsiding. 

Lonpon, September 9.—Advices just received 
from Constantinople state, that the Russian Am- 
bassador has peremptorily demanded from the 
Sublime Porte the immediate cession of Crete to 
Greece, with the condition that all Christians shall 
be placed upon a full equality with the Mahomme- 
dan.

New England farmers, who call a ton an 
acre a fair crop, and two tons large, and 
who would have spread the above forty-five | 
loads of manure over ten acres instead of 
one and a half, yet an English farmer 
would ask them what they were staring at, 
and assure them with truth that even larg- 
er crops were not rare in the “old country.” 
We don’t know about Timotby in particular, 
but we have the authority of Capt. Wil- 
liamson, an English agricultural writer,

that ten tons of Sainfoin may be obtained 
to the acre, in three crops, and that eight 


tons of Lucerne is the average crop of the 


two cuttings of that grass, while of rye 
grass it is said that twelve tons have in 


some instances been harvested. It is true, 


our short season would seldom, if ever, give 
us a third crop, and not always, perhaps, a 

second, but 'the poorést acre in the country 
could be made to yield double’ or treble’ 


what we now obtain on an average from the. 
be&t, if we would concéntrate our forces” 


and spend on one acre what is misspent on 
ten. . It requires no profound study to see 
that it costs twice as much to cultivate two 
acres of ‘land as it does to cultivate one, 
and if the same crop can be got from one, 
simply by giving it the manure of two, 
where is the mighty advantage in fencing. 
and paying taxes and labor on two? Vege- 
tables, like animals, grow out of what they 
are fed on; the earth being but a mechani- 
cal support to both kingdoms, whether 
they move on its surface or’are fixed in it ; 
and, so long as plants are supplied with an 
abundance of proper food, there is no limit 
to their increase short of actual room. In 
the tropics, as is well known, the forests 
are often an almost solid and impenetrable 
mass of vegetation, while the roots of yam 
and mandioca increase, year after year, un- 
til they completely fill the ground, the prod- 
uct amounting to several thousand bushels 
per acre. If the Yankees must gratify 
heir “ earth hunger,” as Emerson calls it, 
y owning all the land that joins them, let 
them own it indeed, but cultivate no more 
than they can do justice to, and let the rest 
lie common, and ask the towns-not’to tax it 
as field land.— Newburyport Herald. 


_ How to keep Silk. 


Silk articles should not be kept folded in 
white paper, as the chloride of lime used 
in-bleaching the paper will probably impair 
the color of the silk. Brown or blue pa- 
per is better—the yellowish, smooth India 
paper is best ofall. Silks intended for use | 
should not be kept long in the house before 
they are made up, as lying in the folds will | 
have a tendency to impair its durability, by 
causing it to cut or split, particularly if the 
silk has been thickened by gum. Thread 
lace veils are very easily cut. But dresses 
of velvet should not be laid by with any 
weight above fhem—if the nap of a thin 
velvet is laid down, it is not possible to raise 
it up again. 
wrinkled, because the thread is easily brok- 
en in the crease, and it can never be recti- 
fied. ‘The way to take the wrinkles out of 
silk scarfs and handkerchiefs is to moisten 
the surface evenly with a sponge and some 
weak glue, and then pin the silk with some 
toilet pins ‘on a mattress or feather bed, tak- 
ing pains to. draw out the silk as tight as 
is possible. When dry, the wrinkles will 
have disappeared: The reason of this is 
obvious. to every person. Some silk arti- 
cles should be moistened with weak glue or 
gum water, and the wrinkles ironed out by 
a hot flatiron on the wrong side. 


Rules for Preserving Fruit. 


See that everything used be perfectly | 


clean, bottles especially so. Use the best 
sugar ; common sugar throws off the differ- | 
ence in the price in scum, besides spoiling 
the fruit. Be careful to take from your 
sirup, or preserves, every particle of scum 
as it rises. Select fruit that has been gath- 
ered perfectly dry, free from dew, and, as 
far as possible, from dust. For jellies it is 
particularly important that it be used as 
soon as possible after being taken from the 
tree- To preserve the flavor and color of 
jams and jellies, boil them up rapidly before 
the sugar is added; not, however, so long 
as to have them thieken, or prevent the 
scum from rising from the sugar. 


AND MiLx.—Vessels made of zinc 
should never be used for holding milk, as 
when milk is allowed to repose in contact 
with this metal, a lactate of zine is formed, 
as well as a compound of casein and oxide 
of zinc, both of which are extremely inju- 
rious if taken into the system. A solution 


_ of sagar, left to stand a few hours in a zinc 


vessel, will be found to contain a consider- 
able quantity of salts-of that metal. 


PRESERVING STEEL FROM

Hovsr Fi1es.—House flies may be ef- 
fectually destroyed by taking half a spoon- 
ful of black. pepper in powder, on a table- 
spoonful of brown sugar, and one teaspoon- 
ful of cream ; mix them well together, and 
place them in a room where the flies are 


troublesome, and they will Soon disappear. .
